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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that it would^have been obvious 
to utilize the LDPE adhesive of Briggs in the laminate of McBride or AAPA. However, applicant fails to provide specific reasons why such 
a combination would not have been obvious. The examiner also notes that this same argument was addressed in the final rejection. 
Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious to utilize kraft paper in the insulation of Patel or Berdan. Applicant argues that Pate 
teaches away from using kraft/asphalt because it lacks the required flexibility. This argument is not germane to the instant rejection. The 
rejection does not include the addition of an asphalt layer. It only involves the addition of a kraft paper layer, which would maintain the 
required flexibility. . 
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
